Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant, 3rd, retiring

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Naval Policy Stresses 
‘Fleet Second to None’ 


Somewhat shortened and generally 
stronger in tone, a revised United States 
Naval Policy has been approved by Sec- 
retary Swanson, superceding the one is- 
sued in 1931. 

Setting at rest any ideas which may 
have existed with regard to the aboli- 
tion of the Marine Corps, the fourth 
plank of the new General Naval Policy 
declares for the maintenance of that 
Corps “in strength sufficient to furnish 
detachments to vessels of the fleet, 
guards for shore stations, garrisons for 
outlying positions, and to provide expedi- 
tionary forces in immediate readiness.” 

Abandonment of the rotation plan is 
seen in the aftirmance that there shall 
be kept in commission fully manned and 
in active training, a maximum number 
of fighting ships. There is a further 
proviso that ships assigned to reserve 
shall be in condition for active service, 
with no reference to the keeping of ves- 
sels in rotating reserve. 

An important change is noted in the 
“Shore Establishment Policy.” In the 
old creed, it was laid down that a naval 
base should be built in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay area. The new policy leaves 
this out and provides that two Main 
Home Bases should be developed on each 
coast. 

To strengthen the Navy’s hold on the 
Naval Observatory and the Hydrographic 
Office, which have been eagerly sought 
by other departments, it is made a part 
of the naval policy “to maintain and 
operate hydrographic and astronomical 
facilities necessary for the preparation 
and dissemination of information of 
value to the Navy and to other Govern- 
mental and commercial interests,” in the 
revised creed. 

Reiterating that the Navy should be 
second to none and in conformity with 
Treaty provisions, the revised “General 
Naval Policy” then goes ahead to pro- 
vide that the Navy should be developed 
“to a maximum in battle strength and 
ability to control the sea in defense of 
the nation and its interests.” The Navy 
should be organized for operations “in 
either or both” oceans, it is provided. 
The prior policy laid down that the or- 
ganization should be for operations in 
either ocean. 

Several changes of importance appear 
in the “Fleet Building and Maintenance 
Policy.” In the old policy, it was pro- 
vided not only that capital ships should 
be replaced as permitted by Treaty but 
that they should be modernized. Mod- 
ernization of battleships was not made 
a part of the new policy. : 

Importance of mine-layers is seen in 
the eyes of the Navy. The old policy 
provided that “a sufficient number for 
training and development work” should 
be maintained. In the revised draft, it 
is declared that there should be main- 
tained “an adequate mine force prepared 
for immediate service.” 

The policy in regard to lighter-than- 
air was changed to provide that rigid 
airships now built or building should be 
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Army Housing Program 

Details of the Army Housing program 
submitted to the Public Works Admin- 
istration as announced in the Army and 
Navy Journal last week were later 
made public by Secretary of the Interior 
Icks, chairman of the Public Works 
Board. The program has been submitted 
to a subcommittee for study and has not 
yet been approved. Final approval will 
await the return of President Roosevelt. 

A statement by Acting Secretary of 
War, Harry H. Woodring, issued June 
24 was as follows: 

“The War Department has submitted 
a complete program in connection with 
the recent legislation for the construc- 
tion of public works. These plans are 
in the hands of the Director of the Pub- 
lie Works and include mainly the con- 
struction necessary for completion of the 
housing program of the Army, which 
was initiated some seven years ago. 

“The complete project provides for 
construction in practically every state 
of the Union and reaches a large number 
of local communities. The total cost is 
approximately $135,000,000.00, which is 
necessary to complete the remainder of 
the Army project already authorized. 
Detailed plans have been completed. The 
Army is ready to inaugurate this work 
in twenty-four hours after the money 
has been allotted. The construction will 
involve expenditures for labor reaching 
approximately 85% of the total funds 
mentioned above. This means employ- 
ment of labor in all parts of the United 
States. This construction will be self- 
liquidating, as the War Department ex- 
penditures for rentals would be reduced 
to counter-balance interest charges. 

“War Department construction per- 
sonnel are now distributed in all parts 
of the United States with data at hand 
prepared to put the program into effect 
at once.”

Roosevelt to Decide on 
Vital Service Matters 


Problems of the greatest import to 
National Defense and to the personnel 
that compose its forces will face Presi- 
dent Roosevelt when he returns to his 
desk at the White House July 5. 

Fresh from a speed test of the Navy’s 
new cruiser, the USS Indianapolis, and 
with the efficiency and zeal of its capable 
crew still in his mind’s eye, the Com- 
mander-in-chief will have to decide: 

1. Whether the services must . con- 
tinue laboring under the 15 percent pay 
cut imposed by his executive order under 
the economy bill. (The present order 
expired yesterday and he must issue a 
new one for the next six months.) 

2. The amount of rental and subsis- 
tence allowances he will grant to the 
officers of the six uniformed services. 

3. What he will do with the authority 
granted at his request to “suspend” or 
“reduce the rate of” the flight pay of 
officers, warrant officers and enlisted men 
of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard. 

4. The extent to which he will apply 
to the armed forces his Executive order 
consolidating procurement and disburs- 
ing activities, the application of which 
Representative Martin, (democrat, of 
Oregon) has warned “will wreck the 
National Defense.” 

5. How much he will allot to the 
Army for housing and ammunition 
under the Publie Works program. 

Despite the rising trend of costs, it is 
not generally believed in Washington 
that the President will avail himself of 
the opportunity of setting a practical 
example to industry, which he has urged 
to increase wage scales, by tempering 
the present 15 percent salary cut, which 
now extends to the lowest paid enlisted 
men. Neither is it believed that he will 
restore the rental and subsistence allow- 
ances which were never increased in 
times of prosperity, but which were 
among the first to be cut in the depres- 
sion.

Signal Corps C.C.C. Duties 


Keeping the remote work camps of 
the Civilian Conservation Corps in com- 
munication with civilization was the job 
turned over to the Signal Corps when 
the Army undertook the tremendous task 
of carrying on the reforestation project, 
and the dispatch with which the work 
has been carried out, demonstrates the 
high state of efficiency attained by this 
branch of the armed service. 

Within the space of a few weeks, the 


Army has recruited close to 300,000 
young men into the C.C.C., and estab- 
lished them in 1,400 camps spread 


throughout the country, which in the 
majority of cases are far off the beaten 
tracks in wooded mountain regions. 
Telephonic communication with these 
forest headquarters was necessary, and 
the Signal Corps, moving as though on 
M-day, distributed its equipment from 
its depots, sent its personnel into the 
field and strung lines to the camps from 
the outposts of existing commercial 
lineage. 

It is estimated that approximately 
30,000 miles of telephone communication 
has been laid by the Signal Corps in 
hooking up the camps. The task was 
accomplished entirely by the Corps, util- 
izing the men of the C.C.C. for much of 
the field work. The cost amounted to 
only about $150,000, including the cost 
of the equipment supplied from Army 
depots, which will have to be replaced 
by new stock. 

A considerable saving accrued to the 
Government by having the Signal Corps 
install the telephone service. The com- 
mercial companies wanted the job at 
their regular rates, but their bid was 
vetoed. As it is the Government must 
pay the standard rate for installation of 
the phone instruments, although Signal 
Corps telephones are available, and is 
charged standard service rental rates 
and standard toll rates by the commer- 
cial companies. 


Field telephone lines only were in- 
stalled. The work camps are temporary 
locations, for the units will move about, 
and permanent telephonic communica- 
tion would not be practical. Lines were 
laid as they would be in war-time, strung 
on poles cut and trimmed by the C.C.C. 
workers. 

In the case of the more remote camps, 
those more than about 30 miles from 
existing connections, communication will 
be by radio. Army field radio sets are 
used, with the works camps hooking 





into the Army Radio Network. Some of 
these camps have radio telephone com- 
munications, others wireless. None of 
the camps have telegraphic connections, 
except where furnished by the commer- 
cial companies. 

In addition to the connection with the 
“outside,” the forestry service is estab- 
lishing numerous fire towers in the areas 
covered by the C.C.C. camps, and the 
Signal Corps will establish field tele- 
phone communication from the main 
camps to these outposts. 

In still another manner the Signal 
Corps is keeping the camps in communi- 
cation with back home. To the Corps 
has been delegated the duty of purchas- 
ing radio receiving sets, one to be estab- 
lished in each camp to furnish the for- 
estry army with baseball scores, dance 
music, and news of the outside world. 
The sets being purchased are 8 or 10 
tube standard super-hetrodyne console 
models of rugged design, with loud- 
speakers powerful enough to be heard 
“by 200 men grouped about a cemp-fire 
in the open air.” The sets are being 
bought by local quartermasters. 

A number of the members of the re- 
forestation army have taken their own 
equipment to camp and have connected 
with outside points through the Army 
Amateur Radio System. All in all, the 
isolated camps will not be as “remote” 
from contact with the world as might 
be expected.

Agent Finance Course 

Of special interest to the officers of 
the Army is the announcement by Maj. 
Gen. F. W. Coleman, Chief of Finance, 
that he has directed the Commandant 
of the Finance School, Washington, 
D. C., Maj. Carl Halla, to prepare a 
special two-weeks course in the duties 
of an Agent finance officer, property ac- 
counting, company accounting and other 
duties closely related thereto in order 
to make this valuable training available 
to those officers who have been or may 
be called for duty with the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps. 

The course which has been developed 
is really one which pertains to the 
normal duties which fall to the lot of 
most officers of the Army at sometime 
and which they usually become ac- 
quainted with by experience over a con- 
siderable period of time. Therefore, the 
training would be of value to officers 
even though they are not assigned to 
duty with the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. 

This is a purely voluntary matter ini- 
tiated by the Chief of Finance for the 
benefit of those officers who desire to 
take such a course and can find time to 
do so. The Finance Department assumes 
no obligation in this matter except to 
provide an intensive concentrated course 
and those officers attending must do so 
without expense to the Govefnment. 

The first course starts July 10, 1933, 
at the quarters of the Finance School, 
Tempo Building No. 5, 21st Street and 
Constitution Avenue, N. W., Washington, 
D. C., and classes will be held daily 
thereafter from 9 A. M. to 1 P. M. 

If the response to this offer of the 
Chief of Finance warrants such action 
other classes may be held in the Finance 
School from time to time during the 
summer. An outline of this course is 
being furnished various Corps Area com- 
manders in order that they may insti- 
tute such courses within their Corps 
Areas if they so desire. 

Officers interested should communi- 
eate with Maj.

Medical Service in the Combat 
Zone

(Concluded from last week) 


Administration: The administration 
of the corps medical service is similar 
to that in the division except that the 
corps surgeon is not in direct command 
of the corps medical regiment. When 
the corps is acting as part of an army 
the corps medical service is not a link 
in the chain of evacuation, hospitaliza- 
tion or supply. The next echelon after 
the division is the army. However, the 
corps surgeon himself is a very impor- 
tant link in the chain of medical super- 
vision. He maintains close medical liai- 
son With the army surgeon and with his 
various division surgeons, and super- 
vises the evacuation from his entire 
corps to definite evacuation hospitals in- 
dicated by the army, using army ambu- 
lances, often augmented by his own when 
called for by the army. 

The Army Medical Service: The Army 
Medical Service is a much more com- 
pletely organized and equipped unit than 
those of the division or corps. It con- 
sists of 12 evacuation hospitals, 10 sur- 
gical hospitals, 1 convalescent hospital 
for men, 3 veterinary evacuation hos- 
pitals, 1 convalescent hospital for ani- 
mals, + army medical regiments, 1 army 
medical supply depot, 1 army medical 
laboratory and an army medical head- 
quarters, 

Evacuation: The evacuation elements 
represented in the army medical ser- 
vice are the ambulance battalions of the 
4 army medical regiments. These are 
the only elements immediately available 
to the army surgeon to effect evacua- 
tion. Frequently they prove insufficient 
to carry out his evacuation mission and 
in this case they may be augmented by 
calling into service, 1st, those motor am- 
bulances belonging to the corps which 
are in corps reserve; 2nd, by arranging 
through command channels to have 
empty truck trains passing back from 
livisions to the army for supplies, stop 
exroute at the hospital station and 
transport slightly wounded to definite 
evacuation hospitals along their route 
in the army service area; 3rd, by estab- 
lishing army evacuation points on the 
railroad at some point in advance of 
evacuation hospitals, to which the 
wounded may be transported by ambu- 
lances. From this point their trans- 
portation to the evacuation hospital is 
effected by means of rolling stock of any 
kind which is available, such as the 
daily train on its return trip. 


Hospitalization: The principal hospi- 
talization features represented in the 
army medical service are the evacuation 
hospitals. Usually about two-thirds of 
these are established initially and the 
remainder held in reserve. These are 
‘0-bed units which have an emergency 
expansion up to 1200. They are estab- 
lished in buildings if available, other- 
Wise they use their own tentage. They 
usually establish in groups with two or 
three hospitals in a group; and in two 
lines of groups, a forward and a rear 
one. Evacuation hospitals are the bot- 
tleneck through which all the wounded 





pass from the combat zone to the com- 
munications zone. They are the first 
place where the wounded man may re- 
ceive definitive surgical treatment. They 
are always established on the rails be- 
cause they are brought up by train and 
evacuated by hospital trains; therefore 
it is essential that they have a siding 
about 1000 feet long, since that is the 
length required to spot a hospital train. 


The 10 surgical héspitals, while they 
are army medical units, are not intended 
for use in the army service area. As 
indicated in the discussion of the divi- 
sion, they are located alongside of the 
divisional hospital stations to care for 
the non-evacuable wounded, those re- 
quiring immediate operation or those so 
severely shocked that they could not be 
transported farther to the rear without 
endangering their lives. There will be 
one active surgical hospital for each 
front line division, the remainder being 
held in army reserve. 

The Convalescent Hospital, as_ its 
name indicates, is for the care of con- 
valescent cases from the evacuation hos- 
pital, those who promise an early return 
to duty. It carries out the principle 
followed all through the Medical De- 
partment that no casualty be sent far- 
ther to the rear than the seriousness of 
his case justifies. 

Medical Supply: The medical supply 
feature is represented in the army by 
the army medical supply depot, which 
carries three days of combat supplies. 
This unit is so organized that it may be 


. divided into three sections, and usually 


is. One section is established with each 
forward group of evacuation hospitals 
and the medical depot less these two 
sections is usually established at the 
larger of the rearward groups. 

Besides being the agency of supplies 
for army troops the army medical depot 
and its various sections act as the re- 
filling point for medical supplies for the 
divisions and corps comprising the army. 
When medical supplies in the division 
become depleted it is here that the trucks 
from the medical supply section of the 
division medical regiment refill. 

Administration : The entire army 
medical service is administered by the 
army surgeon. The army surgeon's of- 
fice consists of 25 officers and 57 men 
and is organized into sections represent- 
ing each one of his major activities. 
Army medical headquarters is normally 
located at army headquarters, but if 
army headquarters is divided into a for- 
ward and rear echelon, then the army 
surgeon's office will be at the rear eche- 
lon. Under these conditions, however, it 
is necessary for him to keep a small 
personal office or a liaison officer at the 
forward echelon in order to keep in 
close touch with a changing situation. 

Evacuation within the combat zone 
from the front to the evacuation hosni- 
tals is really a tactical as well as a lo- 
gistical problem. It is actually a with- 
drawal operation. Withdrawal, always a 
most difficult tactical operation, is com- 
plicated in this case by the fact that it 
is a withdrawal of wounded men about 
half of whom are helpless. It is a with- 
drawal which should interfere with the 
strictly military problem as little as pos- 
sible. Moreover, a line commander in 
executing a withdrawal, because it is 
such a difficult operation, begins his 
withdrawal on that part of the front 
least heavily engaged. A withdrawal of 
wounded, however. is necessarily heavi- 
est and most urgent on that part of the 
front most seriously engaged. Needless 
to say to execute such an operation suc- 
cessfully requires careful coordination, 
cooperation and planning on the part of 
both the line commanders and their sur- 
geons. On the part of the surgeons con- 
cerned it requires that they have a clear 
working knowledge of the tactics and 
technique of the unit which they are 
serving. On the part of the unit com- 
mander it requires that he know the 
powers and limitations of the medical 
troops attached to his unit, and realize 
that his surgeon as a staff officer must 
be acquainted with all of his plans and 
orders as soon as they are available. 
With this information only can the medi- 
eal service properly play the role which 
is expected of it in battle. 





Addresses War College Graduates 

Assistant Secretary of War Woodring, 
in addressing the graduating class at the 
Army War College June 27, declared 
that the budget cuts imposed for the 
fiscal year 1934 “will require our great- 
est efforts in maintaining morale and 
training.” 

In the graduating class were 77 officers 
of the Army, six officers of the Navy 
and four of the Marine Corps. 

Explaining the budget situation to 
them, Mr. Woodring said: 

“For the coming fiscal year—1934— 
we have been allowed for strictly mili- 
tary activities a total of only $225,000,- 
000 as compared to $290,000,000 for the 
fiscal year just ending. This will neces- 
sitate retrenchments in the items of liv- 
ing expenses, maintenance and operation 
costs, material and new equipment and 
some curtailment of training activities, 
and some reduction in civilian person- 
nel, especially in our manufacturing es- 
tablishments. With some _ restrictions, 
all elements of our school system will 
continue in operation. 

“We will have less funds for all com- 
ponents of the Army, but each will be 
retained without reduction in its fighting 


strength. In short, we must do without 
certain valuable training and needed 


equipment in order to retain the present 


military personnel in the Regular Es- 
tablishment and in the Civilian Com- 


ponents of the Army. We dare not fur- 
ther jeopardize our security by stripping 
the national defense of a single unit of 
its trained personnel. The program will 
require our greatest efforts in maintain- 
ing morale and training, and in keeping 
the military establishment in its present 
high state of efficiency. 


“There is one measure in the Presi- 
dent’s recovery program that should 
ameliorate this situation. That is the 


$3,300,000,000 public works project. For 
three days last week I labored long and 
hard with the newly created Board of 


Public Works in order to fully present 
the Army's requirements for housing 
facilities and ammunition. The initial 


program which is composed of items on 
our No. 1 Priority list will require $51,- 
000,000 for Housing and $13,000,000 for 
ammunition. Our plans for these proj- 
ects are in an absolutely completed state 
and we will be able to start men to work 
within twenty-four hours after funds are 
made available to us. I sincerely hope 
that the project will be authorized with- 
out delay.” 

Mr. Woodring paid high tribute to the 
Army school system, refering to which 
he said: 

“In passing through this system you 


have attained success at every stage, 
and each of you has built up a long 
record of accomplishment. How well 


you are able to apply to your every day 
duties the principles and the theories 
that you have studied during the years 





since entering your first Army school 
must from now on be the measure of 


your success and of the practical worth | 
of our entire educational system. You | 
may never have the opportunity to apply | 
them in battle. and, ardent as I am to | 
maintain a strong and efficient national 
defense, I want to say with the firmest 
conviction that our military strength 
should be used to prevent war. 

The most successful army is one that 

is never required to fire a shot. 

“But when our national honor and 
our heritage of free institutions are at 
stake, then it must be used swiftly and 
with its greatest might. You must ever 
be prepared for such an eventuality and 
you must during peace time carry on the 
important tasks of training, of indoctri- 
nation, of inculeating sound military 
principles, and of planning that will in- 
sure adequate and effective security to 
the nation. 

“The success of our Army in France 
was no accident. It must stand as a | 
permanent tribute to the organizing abil- 
ity, the knowledge, and the leadership | 
of that smal! nucleus of trained officers 
and men who composed the Regular 
Army and the National Guard forces be- 
fore the war. 

“It is a significant fact that so many 
of these officers who made such out- 
standing successes during this time were 
graduates of Leavenworth and the Army

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July 1, 1933 
General Malone Addresses C.C.C. 


Maj. Gen. Paul B. Malone, command- 
ing the Third Corps Area, on Tuesday 
evening, June 27, delivered over the ra- 
dio an address directed primarily to 
members of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps, particularly of his corps area. 

The General said, in part: 

“You will remember how the Depart- 
ment of Labor handed you a certificate 
of eligibility. 


Armed with this certifi- | 


cate you saw, probably for the first time, | 


the inside of an Army Recruiting office. 
Businesslike, but not hardboiled, the offi- 
ers and soldiers of the United States 
Army received you, eliminated the mani- 
festly physically unfit, and in trucks or 
trains started you for Army posts. 

“Upon arrival you were 
prised, no doubt, to find Army officers 
and soldiers waiting to meet you and to 
lead you to a hot, tasty meal, this gen- 
erally without regard to the hour at 
which you arrived. There may have been 
some failures, but they were very few 
indeed. 

“4 hot bath in the Army barracks and 
then, in all your gallant young man- 
hood, you filed past successive Army 
medical officers. The diseased and physi- 
cally unfit were sent back to their homes, 
but you, vaccinated and _ inoculated 
against typhoid and paratyphoid, at the 
latt medical examiner’s desk, were 
marched to a campsite, generally with 
concrete floors, Army cots, blankets, pil- 
lows, sheets and pillow cases. 

“Were you in the Army now? Well 
not quite, because you were not enlisted, 
but you were under the protection of 
the Army, and you could not escape that

enlisted men of the Regular Army are 
now on duty in connection with this 
project. 

“With an allowance of approximately 
30 cents per man, per day, Army ser- 
geants in the corps area are feeding the 
Conservationists on a very satisfactory 
diet. At the end of six months it is safe 
to say that 300 tons will be added to 
the weight of the Conservationists and 
that their health, strength and vigor will 
be immeasurably improved. 

“This is a greater mobilization of man- | 
power than was occasioned by the Span- | 
ish-American War and the Insurrection 
in the Philippine Islands, more rapid by 
3,000 per day than the mobilization for 
the World War and the fact that this 
has been accomplished without material 
disruption of civilian and military rou- 
tine speaks volumes for the efficiency of 
the Army organization, worked out as 
a result of centuries of military experi- 
ence, culminating in the supreme test 
on the battle fields of France. 

“Some of these Conservation compan- 
ies, moving to their camp sites on train 
schedules, which must disregard weather, 
arrived in rain and pitched their camps 
in mud. Difficult, wasn’t it?. Not the 
prospect of a movie for a month; not 
the hope of a rendezvous with a girl 
friend at a soda-water parlor along the 
peaks of the Appalachians. Only rain 
and mud, wet clothes and worst of all, a 
late meal. Devastating to the morale, 
positively devastating! 

“Well, suppose your company had been | 
debussed or detrained in a downpour of 
rain in utter darkness about 2 o'clock in | 
the morning under a bombardment of 
high-explosive shells which battered your 
trucks to kindling wood and laid ghastly, | 
torn bodies on the muddy earth. Suppose | 
the remnant of your shattered company 
had to hurry forward through the dark- 
ness under shell-fire and gas to the front 
line trenches, live in shell holes, in dug- 
outs, fatten on one meal a day,—if lucky, | 
and nothwithstanding all this, stand gal- | 
lant, silent, and firm while death stalked | 
through your ranks and took its daily, | 
savage toll. That would be difficult, that | 
would test courage, endurance, morale. 

“Some of your fathers, your brothers, 
perhaps, some of the officers and non- 
commissioned officers of the Army who | 
are now with you faced and endured | 
this ordeal. To those who have passed | 
through such experiences nothing can | 
really seem hard again. 

“Be thankful that you have a lesser 
ordeal to test your metal. You have only | 
to make good in the team organized at 
public expense to accomplish a great pub- 
lic mission,—the conservation of the vast 
forest resources of this, our Country; 
and in doing so to build loyal, stalwart | 
young American manhood. In this proj- | 
ect every instrumentality of the nation, | 
state and county is cooperating with | 
you. 
“I have appreciated especially the | 
goodwill, friendliness and helpfulness | 
which the people of the counties and 
towns have shown you, including the 
assistance which your clergymen of all 
denominations have given in providing 
religious services. 

“4 word to the commanders of dis- 
tricts, sub-districts and camps: My con- 
gratulations upon the initiative, resource- 
fulness and energy you have already 
shown in gaining this first objective, the 
successful establishment of the camps 
and the inauguration of work in the for- | 
ests. More than a million trees have | 








‘been planted, truck-trails constructed, 
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fire-breaks prepared and future genera- 
tions will profit by. your efforts. You 
have responded well, and I have con- 
fidence in the loyalty and skill you will 
show in cooperating with the foresters 
in giving to the President and to the 
people a splendid result of valuable for- 
estry work accomplished. Make it a mat-~ 
ter of company pride to.turn out for 
daily forestry work under the Forestry 
personnel, the largest percentage possi- 
ble. 

“Medical officers and sanitary inspec- 
tors,—live up to the fine traditions of 
your corps in maintaining the health 
of the eamps by indefatigable zeal in 
securing high standards of sanitation. 
You Medical men of the Regular Army 
belong to the proud corps that eliminated 
yellow fever and typhoid fever which 
nearly destroyed the American Army 
during the Spanish-American War. 

“Remember that disease waits around 
the corner. Every bit of waste food 
thrown on the ground attracts flies. 
Every fly is a menace to your safety. 
Accept as a cardinal principle ‘Destroy 
the refuse of your camps or the refuse 
of your camps will destroy you.’ 

“Now, young gentlemen of the Civilian 
permit me once 
more to speak to you direct. You have 
heard much in your local communities 
about character building institutions; 
you are incorporated now in the finest 
character building institution in which 
you have ever been placed,—the institu- 
tion of self-help. Old Man Opportunity 
is knocking at your gate. 

“Among the ranks of your 300,000 are 
men whose names will be written high 
in the American hall of fame. Foresters, 
reclamation engineers, conservation ex- 
perts, distinguished medical men, schol- 
ars, statesmen, governors of states, lead- 
ers in cities and soldiers of the Republic 
will spring from your ranks, and within 
the next ten years I am sure to receive 
letters in abundance from those who are 
listening to me tonight verifying the 
accuracy of my prophecy.” 
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Philippine Scout Retirement 


The District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals this week reversed an order of 
the lower court which directed Comp- 
troller General McCarl and Maj. Gen. 
Frederick Coleman, Chief of Finance, to 
place Mr. Sgt. Santos Miguel of the 
Philippine Scouts on the list of retired 
enlisted men of the Army. 

By means of a writ of mandamus, 
Sergeant Miguel through his attorneys 
Ansell and Ansell, sought to have de- 
cided the question of whether enlisted 
men of the Philippine Scouts are en- 
titled to be placed on the retired list of 
the U. S. Army after completion of 30 
years service. In denying the writ, the 
Court of Appeals declared that as there 
was a real question of law involved, the 
extraordinary remedy sought by plain- 
tiffs would not be allowed and that the 
proper remedy was in the Court of 
Claims. 

Inasmuch as an award by the Court 
of Claims would only give money dam- 
ages for past pay and would not settle 
the question as to the status of the 
Philippine Scouts, a ruling by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States will 
be sought in the present suit.

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The Marine Corps 

The Roosevelt Reorganization Board 
is still giving consideration to possible 
amalgamation of the Marine Corps and 
Staff Corps with the Line of the Navy. 
No report is expected for some time. 

While the general consensus of opinion 
among Naval and Marine officers is that 
consolidation of the Marine Corps and 
the Line would be unfortunate, this part 
of the Board's study has aroused a great 
deal of concern and speculation. 

In previous articles it has been shown 
that the principal war-time function of 
the Corps, the seizing and holding of 
advanced bases for the Fleet, could not 
be carried on by personnel drawn from 
crews of the vessels of the Fleet. The 
contention might then be made that the 
Marines could be abolished and the land- 
ing force for advanced base operations 
be drawn from the Army. There are, 
however, many considerations which 
show the unwisdom of such a step. 

It is contended that there are no spe- 
cial troops of the Army which have the 
necessary training or knowledge of the 
operations in connection with the Fleet, 
which are highly technical and compli- 
eated. The troops engaged in them must 
operate from the sea itself and are dur- 
ing a large proportion of their time ac- 
tually embarked on the sea. In order to 
discharge these functions, the troops 
must have a great deal of very careful 
and arduous training with the Navy it- 
self, if the best results are to be ob- 
tained. 

As the operation of seizing advance 
bases and of holding them, at least in 
the initial stages, is entirely and obvi- 
ously an operation undertaken for the 
serving of the interests of the Navy, it 
is held that if one control be established, 
such control should rest in the Navy it- 
self. For this reason, the forces desig- 
nated for the advance base operations 
should be a part of the naval service, 
insuring unified control, with greatly in- 
creased prospects of success, 

Considering the necessities of such a 
force, namely, naval training and indoe- 
trination, instant readiness for war, and 
centralized naval control, the conclusion 
is advanced in informed navy circles 
that should this function be taken over 
by the Army, they would have to set 
aside a force for this purpose, which, in 
the course of time, would become another 
Marine Corps. 

Therefore, the belief is general that 
the Marines are the logical solution of 
the problem presented for the personnel 
of the advance base forces. 





To Lease Squantum Base 

Sealed bids were opened in the Office 
of the Judge Advocate General of the

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! Construction of Ships 


The Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
Colonel Henry L. Roosevelt, announced 
this week that bids for the construction 
of naval vessels authorized under the Na- 
tional Industrial Recovery Act will be 
opened at the Navy Department at 12:00 
noon, Wednesday, July 26, 1933. 

Of the vessels (32 in all) authorized 
under the Act, the following construc- 
tion will be awarded to private ship- 
yards: 

2 Aircraft carriers, 1 Light Cruiser, 
4 Destroyers, 7 Destroyers, and 2 Sub- 
marines. 

One Heavy Cruiser, 10,000 tons (8”- 
guns), authorized by the Act of Feb. 13, 
1929, will be bid for with the above- 
mentioned vessels. 

In addition awards will be made to 
private shipyards for the construction 
of 4 destroyers authorized in 1916. 

The announcement of the Navy De 
partment last week that construction of 
290 airplanes had been authorized under 
the National Industrial Recovery Act, 
was decidely optimistic, it was later sta- 
ted at the Department. 

Funds for aircraft for the ships to be 
built under the new program have been 
asked for, but not authorized, it was em- 
phasized. The cost of the new planes 
will be approximately $9,362,000, bring- 
ing the total for ship and plane con- 
struction to $247,382,000.

My dear Mrs. Rogers: 

It was with a profound feeling of 
gratitude to you that I read your re- 
marks on the injustice of a certain por- 
tion of veteran legislation which was 
under discussion in the House on June 
10 of this year. 

As president of this Association, which 
is composed exclusively of retired officers 
of the regular establishment—there were 
on Jan. 1, 1933, five thousand seven hun- 
dred and forty-seven retired commission- 
ed and warrant officers—I wish to ex- 
press our deep appreciation of your ef- 
forts to have the very small pension of 
$30.00 per month, which has for years 
past been granted to the widows of 
Spanish-American War veterans of the 
regular establishment, restored. 

It is extremely difficult for one to un- 
derstand how any man with good, red 
American blood in his veins, could vote 
to reduce such a pension of widows of 
officers who during their lifetime served 
the colors for a compensation so small 
that, struggle as they might, they could 
not make a saving which would care for 
their helpmates after their death. The 
many, many letters I have received on 
this subject cause my heart to bleed, 
coming, as most of them do, from those 
who are “nearing the end of the trail” 
and who are infirm, grayhaired, and un- 
fitted and unable to do any manual work. 
Surely their husbands, who devoted their 
lives to our country and were veterans 
of many wars, earned for their wives the 
small pension of $30.00 per month. 

If Congressmen will persist in support- 
such an unjust measure, then may the 
voters of our country see to it that 
Congresswomen replace them in our 
House of Representatives, thereby as- 
suring womanhood of a just and sym- 
pathetic understanding of the abject suf- 
fering which the widows of Spanish- 
American War veterans must endure on 
an income absolutely insufficient to take 
them out of the pauper class.

WEIGHTY EVIDENCE IS PILING UP AS justification for action by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to relieve the financial difficulties under which the officers and 
enlisted men of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps are suffering. Besides 
the 15% cut applied to Service pay, the dollar in terms of gold at this writing has 
fallen nearly 25%. This means that the commissioned and enlisted personnel in 
foreign lands have had their pay and allowances reduced by 40%, and even to live, 
much less uphold the dignity of the government they represent, is well nigh im- 
possible. We already have referred to the situation at home, where thousands of 
officers and enlisted men, assigned to C.C.C, camps, are forced to maintain two 
establishments—one at the camp and the other for their families elsewhere. Again, 
the cost of living is mounting—the Department of Labor statistics are impressive 
testimony to this effect, and further inflation, short crops and the consequences of 
the enforcement of the Industrial and Farm Laws, assure further increase. In 
themselves tliese facts should appeal to the President and the Country as adequate 
reasons for substantial additions to the allowances, and should further justify the 
abandonment of the 15% cut. We have noted the Comptroller General has ruled 
that employes of the new rail-coordinator’s office are immune from this cut, and 
the chances are he will hold that like immunity applies to employes of the Indus- 
trial and Public Works Act, and probably to the employes under the Farm Law. 
But should he fail to do so the President can fix the salaries as he wills, since all 
these positions are exempt from Civil Service and thus the 15% reduction can be 
absorbed. What is fair for the goose is fair for the gender. Relying upon the 
President’s sense of justice we are hopeful he will see that equal treatment is 
accorded to all employes of the Government, particularly those in the Services. 





PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT UPON HIS RETURN to Washington next week, 
will be asked by no less an official than General Hines, Chief of the Veterans 
Bureau, to rescind the regulations under which a cut, ranging as high as 50%, has 
been applied to the pensions of widows of the Regular Services. The recommenda- 
tion of General Hines should be conclusive, especially as it is reinforced by facts 
as well as by appeals from some of the most distinguished citizens of the Nation 
in and out of public life. It is not too much ty say that the country has been 
shocked by the treatment suffered by the relicts of officers and men who offered 
their lives for their country. It is sad enough, in all conscience, that these women 
have drawn only $30 per month. How they could live on any such sum beggars 
imagination. But supplemented by private help and by such work as their age 
enabled them to do they have succeeded in doing so. Cut to $15 per month or cut 
anything at all, those who have no income—and few officers or enlisted men could 
save from the meagre pay allowed to them—we shudder to think of the fate of 
these gallant souls. The President’s wife and mother know how far thirty dollars 
will stretch; they know what $15 per month will do in the way of food and shelter 
and clothing. To them we appeal to use their womanly sympathies in behalf of 
u class which deserves the most generous consideration from the country rather 
than the harsh and unfeeling treatment which has been meted out to them. 





THERE OUGHT TO BE NO HESITATION in the approval by the Industrial 
Administrator of the housing program submitted by the War Department. The 
need of adequate and sanitary quarters for officers and enlisted men is pressing. 
Try as they may the personnel in many places find it impossible to live in comfort 
in the residential buildings to which they are assigned. Only constant and un- 
remitting attention prevents a squalor which would be injurious to health. Assis- 
tant Secretary Woodring has properly pointed out that execution of the housing 
program would prove both economical and self-liquidating. Because decent quar- 
ters, or, in many places, quarters at all, are not available, the Government must 
grant rental allowances to officers and men, and these amount to the tidy sum of 
more than $4,000,000 per annum. A sound business institution considering the use 
of this sum for interest and amortization would decide promptly to build. Another 
contribution from construction would be the employment provided in all sections 
of the country, and as that is the purpose of the Industrial Act it should enter 
into the Administrator’s decision. In view of these cogent facts, we trust that 
that decision will be favorable. 





OF THE MANY OUTSTANDING ACHIEVEMENTS of General MacArthur in 
connection with the budget struggle with the President and the Director of the 
Budget, was the provision he obtained for the maintenance of the National Guard. 
Starting at a scratch of $5,000,000, the original figure fixed by the Administration 
to be disbursed upon the Guard, by successive arguments and direct and flank 
attack, he succeeded in obtaining authority to expend $18,000,000, an increase of 
860%. To those aware of the facts, this was not an easy thing to do. It was only 
by keeping everlastingly at it, urging, imploring and arguing, that increase after 
increase was obtained. The limit finally set was one beyond which the Administra- 
tion obstinately refused to go. A Budget officer familiar with the facts told us 
that without the skill and diplomacy which the Chief of Staff exercised the Guard 
would have been forced to get along next year on the original amount fixed. In 
view of these facts, we are surprised at the reports in circulation that General 
MacArthur sacrificed this fine component for the benefit of the Regular Army. 
How unfounded they are will be realized when it is known that during the past 
two years, expenditures for the latter have been reduced by $129,000,000 and for 
the Guard $21,000,000, or 44% for one and 45% for the other. We believe the 
Guard, with a better understanding of the situation, will understand that it has 
no better friend than the Chief of Staff, and we fee] justified in stating that no 
one would more earnestly favor an increase in expenditures for it than he. It is 
to the interest of pacifists who desire the destruction of National Defense to 
promote antagonism between the Regular Army and the Guard, but the common 
sense of both, and the close relationship which exists between the leaders, promise 
a continuance of the necessary policy of mutual cooperation and support.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The Army’s 1934 Budget.—Tentative allotments of 1934 funds under the budget 
cuts imposed by the administration were made this week to the various arms ser- 
vices of the army. However, it was emphasized that these are merely tentative 
and will be changed from time to time as need for alterations become apparent. 

Questioned on the subject Secretary of War Dern said: 

“As you know, the Director of the Budget has limited the War Department 
withdrawal of appropriated funds during the next fiscal year to 225 million dollars. 
It has been the task of the Department to spread this money over its many agen- 
cies with a view to maintaining the efficiency of the military establishment with 
the least possible hardship to its personnel. The amounts allotted to the various 
bureaus are only tentative and, therefore, I have no definite figures to give you. 
The allotments tentatively made will undoubtedly be changed from time to time 
as conditions in the Department change. 

“In the permanent force of the Department, very few dismissals will be made. 
A number of clerks employed on temporary duty will have to be discharged. The 
savings necessary to be made in the Departmental service will be effected by pay- 
less furloughs. In order to keep the dismissal of employees in our arsenals and field 
depots down to the minimum, I have authorized the arsenals to operate on a four- 
day week basis during the month of July. Earnest efforts are being made to secure 
funds made available by the National Industrial Recovery Act and if we are 
successful it will be possible to retain the major portion of the employees in our 
arsenals. This whole problem will be under constant study in an effort to main- 
tain the efficiency of the service and at the same time save jobs for as many of 
our personnel as possible.” 

The two most serious blows in the program is generally believed to be the 
cessation of target practice and the necessity of curtailing or possibly closing down 
the arsenals. It is sincerely hoped that the administration will sanction the War 
Department's request for $13,000,000 of Public Works money for ammunition, which 
would permit the continuance of the arsenals and save the trained civilian personnel 
employed therein. 

In the combat arms the training programs will be shot to pieces. While every 
effort will be made, the C.C.C, permitting, to give the greatest possible training, 
in arms such as the Coast Artillery Corps, training without ammunition will be 
virtually impossible and certainly very academical. Already all maneuvers which 
involve being away from the home stations over night are being cancelled. It is 
possible that some short ones may be salvaged through make-shift arrangements 
but this is by no means certain. 

Travel, too, will be severely cut. The extension of the tour of foreign service 
will aid some in saving money in this category, but further drastic curtailments 
will have to be made. It will be a serious problem to rearrange the personnel for 
the opening of the service schools in the Fall, which latter step seems assured 
through the insistance of General MacArthur. Whether or not full classes will be 
possible is another matter. It may be necessary to cut the classes in half, but the 
Chief of Staff is determined that they be maintained and at as near full comple- 
ment as possible under the funds available. 

In the National Guard plans are being made to distribute the minimum of 12 
armory drills authorized under the new budget evenly through the year, one a 
month. It is believed that many states will authorize on their own authority the 
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Defense Act. These later non-federal drills would, of course, be without pay Unless 
some of the states want to make partial payment out of their own funds. i 

In the Reserves a material reduction in the number of officers to be given actiy, 
duty training is assured. Advices indicate that funds allotted to the various Corps 
areas will be based on provisions for 14 days active training for a limited number 
of officers of field grade and a greatly restricted number of officers of company 
grade. Officers of company grade ordered to active duty will probably be limitej 
to those from the combatant branches. Not to exceed 20 per cent of the fielg 
officers ordered to active duty, it is probable, may come from the services. Reserys 
Medical Officers may be placed on duty with the ROTC and CMT camps for their 
14 days of active training. ;

Procurement and Disbursing Reorganization.—Considerable consternation is 
displayed among friends of National Defense over the threat carried in the 
dent’s reorganization order, scheduled to go into effect on August 11. 

It is understood that there will be a meeting, possibly next week, of the chies 
of procurement and disbursing of the various governmental agencies, to make 
recommendations regarding the operation of the plan to consolidate them under 
officials to be appointed in the Treasury Department. 

As pointed out by both Representative Martin, Oregon Democrat, and Senato 
Reed, Pennsylvania republican, the plan spells disaster to the National Defens 
Speculation as to who could have conceived the plan usually gets back to th 
Comptrolier General who has in the past urged consolidation of disbursements anj 
also the shifting of responsibility for erroneous and over disbursements from th 
disbursing officers to the certifying officers. This latter step, while correcting sone 
injustices that have been wrought to disbursing officers through their inability ; 
check up personally on the statements of certifying officers, so spreads the rm 
sponsibility as to make administration exceedingly difficult and also to lessen th 
government’s chance to recover on erroneous payments. It is the general belief 
that it would make necessary the bonding of practically every officer of the Army 
Navy and Marine Corps, most everyone of which certifies to some payment during 
the course of the year. Incidently the cost of bonding is a cost of the individna 
and not of the government. 

Experienced students of the subject point out that while the plan might lp 
made to work fairly well in peace it throws a monkey wrench in the carefully laij 
plans to be prepared for war. Obviously, in war neither disbursements nor procure 
ments could be headed up under a civilian organization unacquainted with the 
operation of a highly specialized military or naval machine. These matters mus 
be entirely under the control and administration of the service personnel. 

The giving to the new set-up the authority to determine the method ani 
manner of procurement is also viewed as making possible the over-throw of the 
bid system. It also would be possible to let out personnel because the executire 
order gives authority to dismiss such personnel as the new director deems w- 
necessary or whose functions he wants to take over in his own organization. 
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West Pointers Blast Targets.—Eliciting hearty congratulations from old-timer 
on the post, the members of the Second Battalion of the Corps of Cadets, Unite 
States Military Academy, in training at Ft. Monroe on Tuesday afternoon de 
molished the material target during their firing of the 8-inch railway guns and that 
same evening shot down the sleeve target during their firing of the 3-inch anti- 
aircraft guns.

Relief of Air Corps Reserve Officers from Extended Active Duty.—Recently t& 
Commanding Officer of an Air Corps station relieved a Reserve officer from ! 
tactical squadron and assigned him to a service squadron. In commenting on ts 
the War Department points out that, “The chief purpose of assigning Reserrt 
officers to extended active duty is to give them further training with tactical ult 
of the Air Corps, and inasmuch as tactical training is not a function of a service 
squadron, it is not considered that this purpose is being accomplished by such an 
assignment. Attention also is invited to the provision in the annual War Depart 
ment Appropriation Acts ‘No portion of the appropriation shall be expended fot 
the pay of a reserve officer on active duty for a longer period than fifteen days 
except such * * * who may be detailed for duty with tactical units of the Au 
Corps * * *,’ 

“Hereafter, as a matter of policy, a Reserve officer who after three montl 
with a tactical unit does not possess the necessary pilot qualifications to perform 
the tactical missions of the unit to which he is assigned, will be recommended fot 
relief from further extended active duty, rather than assigned to nontactical dute.

Army Target Practice —Under the Budget cut, the Chief of Staff directed thi 
target practice for the Regular Army be suspended for the fiscal year 1954.

high circles that by having target practice for recruits and in the service schools 
the harm will be offset to the greatest possible extent. The trained personnel who 
have qualified during the past year will not suffer too greatly if given only one 
season’s respite from shooting but to go beyond that length of time will be dis- 
astrous, it is said. 

Of course, as the situation now stands, the regular army could not have its 
regular self-training target practice if it did have the money. The task of running 
the C.C.C. has superceded all the regular training. It is believed that the C.C.C. 
will dwindle to much smaller proportions as the Fall sets in and the original six 
months enlistments expire and that at that time the Army may again turn to its 
task of preparing itself for its mission. When that time comes every method con- 
ceivable will be experimented with by local commanders to give their organiza- 
tions military training without the expenditure of additional funds. There will 
be plenty of local maneuvers, but these will be largely near the home posts be- 
cause money will not be available to rent the usual distant camp sites necessary 
on long hikes. There may be instances where patriotic citizens will donate the 
use of land for this purpose and permit units of the army to indulge in longer 
training maneuvers. 

The extent to which ammunition will be permitted for expenditure in service 

schools is not yet definitely known, but plans are going ahead for limited training 
programs at most of them. . . 
Long Distance Telephone Service.—Effective today, July 1. the existing leased 
long distance telephone lines between Washington, D. C., and Baltimore. Edgewood 
Arsenal, Aberdeen Proving Ground, Governors Island, and Ft. Monmouth will be 
discontinued. In lieu thereof, the Chief Signal Officer will set up an allotment of 
funds to each activity now having access to those lines in sufficient amount to 
permit the transaction of necessary Government business over commercial long 
distance lines. 

Each office concerned should keep accurate records of long distance calls made 
in connection with Civilian Conservation Corps activities and when the itemized 
monthly statement of long distance charges is received from the commercial tele- 
phone company, a notation should be made opposite each call made in connection 
with the Civilian Conservation Corps in order that payment for those calls may 
be charged to the proper appropriation. The symbol “WDC” should be used for 
this purpose. 

Teletype machines are now being installed at the War Department Message 
Center, Headquarters Third Corps Area, Headquarters Second Corps Area, Bolling 
Field, and Mitchel Field, to insure prompt transmission of telegraph messages 
between those points. This Teletype service is leased from the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, but operated by the Signal Corps, and use can be made 
of these facilities without charge against any activity’s specific allotment. This 
service should be used in lieu of long distance telephone service when practicable.

Naval Construction. — No credit should be given to Rumors that the new 
naval construction program is not to be carried out but is to serve merely as a 
lever for effecting a disarmament agreement at Geneva. To abandon it would 
mean not only the continuance of the present relative inferiority of the United 
States upon the seas but the withdrawal of jobs from those now or who will be 
employed in the navyyards and shipyards. Special Ambassador Davis, following 
a conference with the President, continues to express hope that a satisfactory 
outcome of the negotiations will occur, but the developments in London indicate 
nothing of value in the way of economic disarmament, and if that be realized 
obviously there will be complete instead of expected failure at Geneva. The break- 
down at London certainly would not contribute to the peace of the world, and it 
is, therefore, all the more necessary if wanton attack upon the United States is 
to be averted, that the ships authorized from the Public Works appropriations 
should be laid down and built.

Knox Trophy Test Cancelled—Due to the curtailment of Regular Army training 
during the Fiscal Year 1934 brought about by budgetary limitations and demand 
on personnel for Civilian Conservation Corps work, the Secretary of War has 
directed that the Knox Trophy Test for Regular Army Field Artillery units be 
cancelled for the calendar year 1933. i. 
Navy Shore Construction—Reports that the Navy Department had requested 
$84,000,000 from the emergency public works fund for shore construction were 
denied at the Department this week. Not only has no request been made as yet, 
it was said, but no conclusion has been reached as to the sum which will be asked. 
Secretary Swanson made the following statement to the press in this regard: 
“We have not reached any conclusion as to what figure we will ask for in 
addition to the $238,000,000. The $238,000,000 comes under Public Works and the 
President signed an order before he left allocating that, but the rest has not been 
allocated. The rest we have tentative plans, and the President will decide when 
he returns. We have not reached any definite estimates as to the figures.”

Under the authority of an executive 
order issued last week, thirteen tempor- 
ary warrant officers, scheduled for dis- 
charge as a result of curtailed appropria- 
tions, have been transferred to the War 
Department for assignment to duty with 
the Civilian Conservation Corps and pub- 
lic works program. 

It is expected that the 150-odd other 
temporary warrants who were to have 
peen discharged June 15, will be used by 
the War Department in these projects. 
A list of the officers has been furnished 
the army and selections are being made 
by them. as places are found. The deter- 
mining factor in these selections, it was 
said, is the present location of the offi- 
cers, as the War Department desires, to 
avoid payment of high transportation 
costs, and will pick those who are now 
in the locality needed. 

Staff officers are in more demand than 
line officers, the War Department having 
places available at once for Pay Clerks, 
Electricians, Radio Electricians, and Ma- 
chinists. The 13 officers already trans- 
ferred are all of the first mentioned 
grade. They are: Pay Clerks, Wilfred 
C. Brocklehurst, John C. Collins, Richard 
Hewitt, Joseph B. Kennedy. Warren G. 
Knight. Philip A. Krugler, Robert I. La- 
yoie. Joseph L. Molle, Marius Nordal, 
Franklin B. Palmer, Linnie Thompson, 
Leo Wallach and Charles A. Zucker. 

Seven of the warrant officers decided 
that they would rather not go to the for- 
ests. Boatswains William Tessin and Ar- 
vile C. Hopper. and Machinist George P. 
Harris have submitted their resignations, 
while Boatswains Ludwig Ehlers and 
Ashley H. Calder, Machinist Roy E. Var- 
num and Radio “"lectrician Robert S. 
McAdam elected to revert to their per- 
manent enlisted rating and stay with the 
Coast Guard. 

The text of the executive order au- 
thorizing the transfers follows: 

“Relief of Unemployment Through the 
Performance of Useful Public Works. 

“WHEREAS it is provided by the act 
of Congress entitled ‘AN ACT For the 
relief of unemployment through the per- 
formance of useful public work, and for 
other purposes,’ approved March 31, 1933 
(Public, No. 5, 73rd Cong.), that ‘the 
President is authorized, under such rules 
and regulations as he may prescribe and 
by utilizing such existing departments or 
agencies as he may designate, to provide 
for employing citizens of the United 
States who are unemployed, in the con- 
struction, maintenance and carrying on 
of works of a public nature * * *,’ and 

“WHEREAS I am advised by the 
Secretary of the Treasury that certain 
warrant officers of the Coast Guard are 
suitable and available for employment 
by the Director of Emergency Conserva- 
tion Work, and 

“WHEREAS this responsibility for 
assigning officers to this duty has been 
assigned to the War Department. 

“NOW, THEREFORE, by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by said acts of 
Congress or otherwise, it is hereby or- 
dered that such warrant officers of the 
Coast Guard, not exceeding 170, as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may deter- 
mine, are hereby attached to the War 
Department for duty in connection with 
new public works projects or the Civilian 
Conservation Corps, and are ordered to 
report to the Secretary of War for duty 
upon receipt of written orders from the 
Secretary of War. 

_ “These officers shall be called by the 
Secretary of War as the needs of public 
works projects or the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps may determine and shall be 
given priority over members of the Army 
seserve Corps, the Naval Reserve, and 
the Marine Corps Reserve. When these 
officers are ordered to such duty, they 
Shall be placed upon the pay rolls of the 
public works projects or the Civilian 
Conservation Corps and shall then be 
paid from the appropriate funds allo- 
cated.

officers shall be on furlough status.

RETIRED PAY 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

One of your correspondents expresses 
in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL of re- 
cent date a view of the law relating 
to retired pay which is probably held 
by a number of officers of the Army, but 
which I believe to be in error. Possi- 
bly he has written without consulting 
the exact wording of the law. He says, 
referring to the pay act of June 10, 
1922, that “officers retiring after (June 
30, 1922) were, of course, paid %4 of the 
new rates; but those who had retired 
even one day earlier continued to be 
paid at the old rates. This for the ez- 
cellent reason that the law fired retired 
pay as of the date of retirement. Any 
subsequent raise was purely an act of 
humanity and justice,” etc. (Italics are 
mine. ) 

Now Sec. 1274 of the Revised Statutes 
does not convey that meaning to my 
mind. It says, “Officers retired from 
active service shall receive 75 per cen- 
tum of the pay of the rank upon which 
they are retired.” You see this statute 
does not refer to the pay as of the date 
of retirement; it refers specifieally to 
the rank upon which a man is retired, 
and provides that he shall receive 75% 
of the pay of that rank. Thus, when 
the Act of June 10, 1922, denied to 
officers retired before June 30, 1922, the 
prescribed 75% of the pay of their re- 
spective ranks as fixed by law, it vio- 
lated the basic law (Sec. 1274 Revised 
Statutes) under which they had served 
and earned their retired pay, which law 


was the essence of their contracts. The 
pay that was withheld under the Act 
of June 10, 1922, was therefore wrong- 
fully withheld, for which reason this 
Act was in part repealed. This fact was 
clearly stated by the House Military 
Committee in its report on the bill which 
had been introduced to repeal the of- 
fending part of the Act of June 10, 
1922. The reason for repeal was an 
honest compliance with law, and not 
humanity or generosity as indicated by 
your correspondent. 

The pay actually withheld during the 
four years that the wrong was con- 
tinued having been withheld wrongfully, 
it is still due under the original con- 
tracts. I cannot see how, otherwise 
than ‘by payment in full, Uncle Sam can 
clear his good name from the stigma of 
this fraud. 

The honesty of the present pay cut, 
unlike that of the cut just mentioned, 
appears to be debatable. It may be 
argued that the basic law which entitles 
the retired officer to 75% of any im 
crease in the pay of his rank, equally 
subjects him to the loss of 75% of any 
reduction in the pay of his rank. I 
think that such an argument would be 
well taken; but I believe that it should 
be held that the pay of the rank in- 
tended by the law is that pay which 
is prescribed in the act which fixes 
Army pay, and not the pay as affected 
by any temporary or emergency legisla- 
tion such as the present Economy Act. 
So I think that in all fairness, under 
the contracts of retired officers com- 
pleted by them in good faith, the pres- 
ent emergency cut is a breach of faith, 
a violation of the basic law and the con- 
tracts completed thereunder.

And, if 
those who are not affected would aid 
instead of standing indifferently by the 
Dey freeze would soon be a thing of the 
past. 

But, whether relief is granted any 
other ranks, it certainly should be 
granted to the second lieutenant, or en- 
sign, who is now forced to struggle along 
on 59% of the pay to which he was 
entitled a year ago.

The Chief of Staff sent the following 
radio to all Corps Area commanders yes- 
terday, June 30: 

“On May 12, #1933 the President 
directed the War Department to complete 
the mobilization of the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps and to insure its distri- 
bution into work camps by July 1. This 
task comprises the reception, physical, 
examination, the enrollment, the condi- 


tioning, the feeding, clothing, equipping, 


paying, disciplining, hospitalizing, and or- 
ganizing into 200-men units of the ap- 
proximately 250,000 members of the 
C.C.C. in 73 conditioning camps on mili- 
tary reservations throughout the United 
States. It included the establishment, 
construction and supply of over 1,400 
work camps extending from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific and from the Canadian 
border to the Gulf of Mexico. It repre- 
sented the greatest peace time demand 
ever made upon the Army and consti- 
tuted a task of character and proportion 
equivalent to the emergency of war. 

“The President’s plan has been ef- 
ficiently accomplished in record time and 
without confusion. This achievement is 
indicative of the superior standard of 
professional fitness of the Army. Only a 
high morale, spirit of cooperation, pride 
of service and devotion to duty could 
have accomplished such splendid results. 
I extend to you and all members of your 
command my sincere appreciation of this 
great accomplishment.

C.C.C, Operations 


Ft. Moultrie, S. C.—Governor Ibra C. 
Blackwood has extended to officers in 
charge of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps at Fort Moultrie the official thanks 
of the State of South Carolina for the 
“splendid treatment and excellent care” 
given the jobless young men of the state. 

In letters to Col. G. M. Allen, com- 
manding officer of Fort Moultrie, and to 
Maj. Ralph C. Holliday, camp comman- 
der of the Conservation Corps, Governor 
Blackwood expressed his thanks for the 
treatment given the state’s young men 
“who were recruited at a time when 
they and their famliies were in great 
need,”

New York—The Army in the Second 
Corps Area—New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware and Puerto Rico—has worked 
regardless of hours to get the Civilian 
Conservation Corps into work camps. by 
July 1. 

A survey Wednesday, June 14, revealed 
there were 21,781 ©.C.C. men in camps 
within the Second Corps Area and 11,065 
men had been sent to the Ninth Corps 
Area for work in the forests of the 
Northwest. The quota was 34,500, with 
slight daily changes due to.gains and 
losses. 

There are 577 Regular Army officers 
of the 727 in the Second Corps Area 
engaged exclusively on C.C.C. work, and 
all of the others are engaged in some 
phase of C.C.C. work in additiona to 
their regular duty. 

With a heavy Army overcoat and four 
woolen blankets apiece and accompanied 
by a supply of axes and other tools for 
forestry work in the Northwest, 273 
Civilian Conservation Corps men de- 

parted June 13 by special train.for the 
Army regulating station at Ft. Missoula, 
Mont., from where they will be sent for- 
ward to working camp sites.

Baltimore—A _ telephonic report to 
Third Corps Area headquarters early 
Tuesday morning gave the first official, 
report of certain incidents occurring at 
Camp No. 1, Civilian Conservation Corps 
near Luray, Va., on Monday, June 26, 
in substance as follows: 

Some time after 4 o’clock, Monday, 
four members of the Company No. 322, 
stationed at this camp, returned from 
work in the forests and reported to offi- 
cers in charge of the camp that they 
were hungry and had not received suffi- 
cient food at the noon meal. The com- 
plainants were reported as William H. 
Weaver, K. Ruhl, Eugene G. Marshall 
and C. C. Sacrey. 
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Capt. Leo G. Donovan, 12th Inf., in 
charge of the camp, checked up with the 
cook and was informed that these men 
had partaken of the mess at noon with 
the others with no complaint of any in- 
sufficiency at that time. The four men 
were informed they could either rejoin 
their fellow workers at once or be dis- 
charged from camp. All four at first 
decided to accept discharge and were 
advised they must leave camp at once. 
They then declined transportation and 
refused to leave camp. 

Captain Donovan then called the sher- 
iff at Woodstock and requested that he 
visit the camp and remove the four men. 
Before the sheriff arrived, however, the 
remainder of the company returned from 
work in the woods and after a meeting 
on the baseball diamond sent a represen- 
tative to Captain Donovan requesting 
that the four men be reinstated and 
given another opportunity to make good. 
Captain Donovan informed the repre- 
sentative that upon promise of good be- 
havior he would permit three of the men 
to remain, but under no circumstances 
would Weaver be allowed to continue in 
camp. This was based upon his observa- 
tions for some time that Weaver was a 
disturbing element and “without having 
any particular cause to put forward was 
always agitating.” 

The arrangement 


was apparently 





agreeable, and the situation appeared to 
be cleared. Captain Donovan advised the 
sheriff that everything was quiet and 
his services would not be required. One 
of the three men elected to leave camp 
with Weaver. 

Later information coming to Captain 
Donovan indicated that the company had 
gone off into the woods near the road 
leading to Woodstock, and as the sheriff 
and his party passed began hooting and 
jeering and allegedly using a vile name. 
The sheriff stopped his car and advanced 
toward the assembly, and some of the 
men were reported to have started to- 
ward the sheriff's car. One tear gas 
shell as reported was fired by a member 
of the sheriff's party with a quieting 
effect after which the sheriff returned 
to Woodstock. 

The whole incident apparently had its 
inception, according to preliminary in- 
vestigation in the visit of the baseball 
team from Camp No. 1 to the Skyline 
Camp on Sunday afternoon. The visit- 
ing players appear to have been regaled 
with exhuberant claims as to the quality 
of the Skyline mess, that ice cream and 
other extras were served there, and that 
the mess had been able to save $400 on 
their rations. The visiting ball players 
were served ice cream by their hosts. 

Upon returning to their own camp 
near Luray, varied stories appear to have 
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been circulated, and Captain Donovan 
gained information that a petition Was 
being circulated demanding ice crean 
and other extras for their mess, No De 
tition, however, was presented to him 
according to Captain Donovan. ; 

The menu for the noon meal preceding 
the incidents of Monday afternoon ¢op. 
sisted of baked ham, mashed potatoes, 
string beans, rice pudding, bread, butte 
and coffee. A total of 149 pounds of ham 
was served at this meal. That sufficient 
quantity existed for all company men. 
bers was vouched for by two officers yis. 
iting the camp from corps area head. 
quarters, Col. A. K. Baskette, Corps Areg 
Quartermaster, and Maj. Leon M. Logan, 
from the Corps Area Inspector's office, 

These two officers reached the camp 
about 1 p. m. after all members of the 
company had eaten and were offered 
luncheon which they partook of from 
the regular C. C. C. mess, eating “left. 
overs” from the noon meal. According to 
these officers, they were served from the 
quantities left from the noon meal, bake 
ham, string beans, mashed potatoes 
bread, butter and coffee, but the supply 
of rice pudding had been exhausted, 
Both officers reported the food as “ex. 
cellent.” 

A further detailed investigation is be. 
ing directed by Maj. Gen. Paul B. Ma- 
lone, Corps Area Commander.
